THE COUNTY SYSTEM OF OARING 
FOR THE INSANE. 
The Madison Democrat states that the 
bill introduced ia the Senate by the Com­ 
mittee on Charitable and Penal Institu­ 
tions, “is receiving considerable favorable 
comment, and may be the means of work­ 
ing out some reform In oar system of car­ 
ing for the insane, which system is well 
nigh intolerable.” It is evident, judging from 
a growing public sentiment against the 
hospital enlargements, that the bills appro­ 
priating over a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars for the extension of the two hospitals, 
will not pass. They are outrageous In their 
character, and to pass them would be a 
burning shame. The men who are engi­ 
neering these bills have no sort of regard 
tor economy, and therefore have impudence 
enough to work for their passage. Bat 
the taxpayers have good re&aon to hope 
that these schemes will be defeated. There 
is no hope for the bills. 
The people de* 
mand reform in these hospitals and espec­ 
ially in regard to their enlargements, and 
they will have it. 
It is not certain that the county system 
will become a law. It has some excellent 
features, which we think, lf tried, would 
prove very beneficial to the interest of the 
insane. We hope the Legislature will give 
the matter a thorough examination, aud if 
there 19 any practicability in it, draw it out 
and utilize it. If it can be sbowo that un­ 
der the provisions of the bill, the insane 
can be cared for as well as they can be at 
Oshkosh or al Madisou, let the Stale try

the broad gauge system, aud if the State 
can save several hundred thousand dollars 
in two or three years and at the same time 
do justice to the unfortunate insane, by 
adoptiLg the county bul, we say let it be 
done. 
The Democrat closes its comments on the 
bill as follows: “ The bills now before that 
body for enlarging these institutions call 
for appropriations approximating a half 
million dollars ; ana the bills for current 
expenses say a quarter of a million more. 
This may ail be charity for the insane, but 
it isn't for the saue. 
If the bill in question 
is not considered a wise measure the legis. 
lature must then determine what addition* 
a1 room is necessary for the care of the in­ 
sane aud provide for tue erection of com* 
fortable, yet inexpensive additions to the 
present hospitals. This palace system of 
building must cease.”

NOMINATION POR ASSOCIATE 
JUSTICES. 
The legislative judicial nominations just 
znideare objectionable for many reasons, 
particularly tor the manner, in which 
made, aud the influences brought to bear 
to effect such nomination. 
The way in 
which the nominations were brought iuto 
existence has a strong tendency to estab 
bsh a troublesome precedent; the parties 
making the same assuming the position of 
a nominating convention or body, without 
the authority of aoy constituency, having 
tne legal right under the law to elect 
The people but a few years since divested 
tho legislature and the members thereof, as 
such, of all participation and (Standing in 
fillnlg these positions, and assumed and 
took to themselves all p o w ered authori­ 
ty In the premises, believing, I haye no 
doubt, it to be safer and better that the 
judicial and legislative departments of the 
Government should be so far separated 
that one should have no Influence oyer 
the other in their official acts. The objec­ 
tion 19 particularly noticeable and wormy 
ot the strongest and most pronounced con­ 
demnation in this case, as the same body 
who framed and enacted the law under 
which these judges are to be elected, also 
in effect, aud to all intents and purposes 
put in nomioatlon for the 
people to 
support 
persons 
of 
their 
own 
choice 
for 
these 
high 
and responsible positions without consult­ 
ing the people who are to deposit the bal­ 
lot aud exercise the God-given right of 
self government, aed of calling upon and 
selecting suitable representatives to judge 
of and determine their personal and prop­ 
erty rights and interest unfettered and un­ 
biased by legislative, official or other influ­ 
ence whatsoever ; and also that the nomi­ 
nee should in this regard be above suspic­ 
ion 
But how eau this be when he is call­ 
ed in o being under the very influence he 
is expected to withstand. 
All know too 
well of the baneful effccts|of official influ­ 
ence in governmental affairs and of its per 
vadiug tendencies, not to sleep when their 
rights are assailed, bot take measures to 
guard aealnst the dire influence. Not only 
the people but also the entire bar of the 
State were outraged by this self-constituted 
nominating body. The opportunity was 
too great and pressing for it to delay its ac 
lion even for one day, till the State Bar 
Association had 
assembled 
for 
con­ 
sultation and advisement on the subject 
of the judicial nominations. 
The oppor­ 
tunity to assume unauthorized powers was 
too great to be withstood, though strongly 
urged by some on grounds of expediency 
and courtesy to wait the assembling of the 
Bar Association, and to consult therewith 
as to an advisable course to be adopted ’in 
regard to the manner in which these ju­ 
dicial nominations should be effected. No. 
They had an excuse for action, and they 
would act, and did act regardless of all pre* 
cedent or right. And the State Bar Associ­ 
ation properly and wisely repudiated, in 
effect, the unwise action of this legislative 
conclave. 
The duty of the people in the premises 
is plain. Conventions and primaries re­ 
gardless of political party prejudices should 
be called, and nominations made for the 
positions by the people, of jurists of known 
and acknowledged ability, integrity and 
unassailable private habits and character; 
jurists who will bring to the bench 
legal 
learning, 
and 
add 
lustre 
thereto. 
The present Snpreme Court of 
this Slate has ever held—and deservedly so 
—a high position among the courts of this 
country for the character and independence 
of its decisions, not only in controversies 
between individuals, but also where there 
were individual and corporate rights on 
the one side and Governmental rights and 
influences on the other. 
And we, as a 
community and people should insist that 
such position should be maintained.

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ACKLEN VS. DARRALL. 


The Consideration of tile Contorted 
Election Case In the H o m e of Repre­ 
sentatives—T be Able Speech of Hon. 
C . © . W illia m s. 
On Wednesday, the 20tb, the House of 
Representatives haring under considers 
Hon the contested election cue of Acklen 
vs. Darrau, of Louisiana, Mr. Williams, of 
Wisconsin, said: 
Mr. Speaker; This election was held 
on the 7th ct November, 187G. Hie Re­ 
turning Board established by law, whose 
function it wa9 to canvass and certify the 
result, complied with its legal and consti­ 
tutional duty. That Board returned for 
Mr. Harrah 17,020 votes, for Mr. Acklen 
13.5S3 votes ; electing Mr. Harrah by 2,- 
0934majority. It was the clear legal right 
of the voter when he cast bis ballot to have 
that ballot canvessed and reported by the 
legilly-constituted authority ordained for 
th it purpose, which both parties accepted 
and voluntarily went into the election. In 
defiance cl such rights, when the Nicholls 
government came into power, a Legisla­ 
ture depending tor its own validity upon 
the certificates ol this sell-same Returning 
Board parsed a law organizing a new Re 
turning Board, and ordering a rccanvass ot 
these returns. In compliance with such 
order the Nicholls Returning Board recan­ 
vassed the returns and reported lo,780 
votes for Mr. Harrah and 14,092 for Mr. 
Acklen. still electing Mr. Harrah by a ma­ 
jority ot 1,094 votes. Upon all the princi­ 
ples which constitute the security and safe­ 
guard thrown around the ballot box in this 
country, there the right was es’.Dlish'J, 
and on that right the seat in this b jJy was 
accorded to the contestee. 
By a statute ot Louisiana, after the com­ 
missioners at each poll hare counted the 
vote, they are required to replace the bal­ 
lots in the ballot boxes, carefully sealed, 
and deliver tnem to tue clerk of the dis­ 
trict couit. who is to retain them “untillhe 
next term ct. the district or criminal court.” 
The certificate of such clerk contained in 
the papers in this ca*e certifies that such 
term was held on the “2d day of January, 
lb77.” On the Oth of March, 1877, tour 
months alter the election and ten montns 
alter all responsibility on the part of the 
clerk bal ceased, by the order of this same 
clerk, wno in the mean time had been pro­ 
moted to a parish judge, a commission of 
experts appointed by said judge proceeded 
to open the boxes aud recount tile ballots, 
by .virtue of which recount contestant 
Claims the seat. 
Now taking all the parishes about which 
there is oo dispute, except the parish of 
Saint Martin's, and taking the stipulation 
in regard to Saint Martin's, signed by both 
parties, and the undisputed count stands as 
follows: Mr. Harrah, in undisputed par­ 
ishes, 12,021 ; in Saint Marlin’s, 1,095; io 
the undisputed polls of Iberville, 941 ; and 
the aggregate vole for Mr. Harrah is 14,657. 
Mr. Aculea on the same bads has in undis­ 
puted, 12,000; in balm Martin's 1,028; in 
the undisputed polls of Iberythe, 7‘JS, an 
aggregate ot 14 049 votes; still electing 
Mr. Harrah by I65 majority. 
Now we come to the recount, and the 
challenge can be successfully made that no 
case can be found on record where a regu­ 
lar official canvass has been overturned by 
a recount of the ballots. So if In this case 
the contestant shall be seated it must stand 
as a new departure and precedent by itself. 
The law of the case admitted on all sides 
is that before any recount can be allowed 
to have any force or efTect whatever, the 
ballot-boxes mu9t be shown conclusively, 
even beyond a reasonable doubt, to be the 
identical boxes and the ballots they con­ 
tain the identical ballots canvassed and de* 
posited therein by the commissioners of 
elections .or officials of whom the boxes 
were sealed aud delivered. It these con­ 
ditions were complied with and the result 
was valid then Ackien’s majority over 
Harrah is 342. 
Here a Mr. Wharton appears on the 
scene. Ile was a candidate for the Blate 
Benab; of Louisiana od the Republican 
ticket at this election. 
He says be had 
some doubt whether Mr.Darrall would sup­ 
port him or not; and for his own security 
he concocted the scheme of placing Ack- 
len’s name upon straight Republican tick­ 
ets in the parish of Iberville, m the hope 
that it would not be discovered and that 
thereby Acklen would be elected over Har­ 
rah. Iu pursuance of that purpose he went 
to New Orleans and procured several thou­ 
sand ballots to be printed in the form of 
the regular Republican ticket with Ack- 
len’s name in plat 2 of HarraU’s. 
Aud he 
claims that he got these tickets into the 
hands of the voters ; that they were voted; 
that the officials of the election did not dis­ 
cover the cheat in canvassing the ballots, 
and that these ballots found in the boxes in 
March elect Acklen oyer Darrali. 
Now in this parish of Iberville there 
were three commitsioners of election and 
two supervisors, making five election offi­ 
cers at each poll, of whom I believe two 
were Hemocrats and three Republicans. 
The parish or county committee bad come 
together and agreed on the men for com­ 
missioners and supervisors, men who were 
recommended for their known character, 
integrity and intelligence 
This was the 
character of the boards who were to exam­ 
ine these ballots when they should be cast. 
And it is somewhat remarkable that all 
these officials testify to the intelligence and 
integrity of each other regardless of parti­ 
san bias or political results. 
At the five 
disputed polls there were ten Heme crats 
and fifteen Republicans of this clacs of offi­ 
cials who canvassed the votes, aud they ai 
testily that they did it as carefully as they 
could, opening the ballots, straightening 
them oui, placing them in separate piles 
carefully counting them. The entries show 
about one thousand of these ballots were 
delivered to a Mr. Havidsou among some 
lour thousand others. Havidson oojecttc 
to taking them, and said if he wanted to 
beat a man, he preferred to do it openly 
Wharton forced them on to him. 
He finally took them, but he and his 
companion carefully sorted them ou t; left 
them in their room and burned them the 
next day. Bo Done of these were lound In 
the boxes on the following March. Whar 
tun testifies to giving some to another per­ 
son, bui| that person techies that Wharton 
becoming alarmed tor some cause, rode up 
to the polling-piaceon the day of election 
and directed that they be not disturbed. 
Bo ended that. Now, if Wharton did get 
these ballots into the hands of friends, he 
and they knew whether they were voted. 
YeljWbeu the votes were cotfuted no man 
in all the parish took interest enough in 
the matter to see whether those votes bad 
gone into the ballot-box or not 
Does 
any body acquainted with the proceedings 
at elections believe this ? 
There were at 
each poll five election officers, two of them 
democrats; and the testimony shows that 
there were at least ten outside Democrats 
watching every one of these polls ; they 
were Ackleu's friends and supporters ; yet 
not a single Republican vote with Ackleu’s 
name on it was discovered by any one of 
them. Any man who bad undertaken to do 
this 
mean 
thiDg 
or 
getting 
re­ 
publican voters to take these ballots with 
the intent to deceive them would have cer­ 
tainly watched for tile result and ascer­ 
tained whether the ballots went into the 
boxes or not. It is claimed that there was 
from Old to 9<X) ol these ballots in the boxes 
In March; aud yet, through all the testi­ 
mony, there is no evidence that but 2 were 
Toted. 
If mere had been COO would not some­ 
body have known it? Certainly these bal­ 
lots did not get into circulation and deposit 
themselves in the boxes. Bornebody was 
interested in it. Somebody would have re­ 
ported progress to Wharton. He and bis 
friends would have known they were in 
the boxes and would hays been on the aleft 


to have had them counted when the polis 
were closed. 
And especially when the recount was 
had by the Democratic board, when they 
had the whole matter in possession of their 
friends, why did they not raise the point 
then ? Barely if they distributed these bal­ 
lots and saw them Toted they knew they 
were in the boxes 
Why wait then nearly 
three months until the clerk, now a judge, 
who was a Republican, but Toted for Ack* 
leu, ordered a recount. Was it known 
more certainly then th an ever 
before 
that 
those 
ballots 
were 
in 
the 
boxes. The boxes were found In the 
clerk’s office ; some with the seals broken. 
Some were never sealed except with mu­ 
cilage ; of one, the keyhole was not sealed 
at all The keys were lying about the 
clerk’s office. 
I have not the time in the few moments 
to which I am limited to read the law per* 
muting a recount. 
Nor am I discussing 
the question es I intended because I am 
hurried whip and spur over the ground. I 
only desire to touch the salient points as 
well as I can 
Now finding these seals were broken 
and the law being that you must first de­ 
termine before having a recount that the 
ballot-boxes are the identical boxes and 
the ballots they contain the identical bal­ 
lots put into the boxes when they left the 
hands of the commit inners. 
Tne condi­ 
tion of the boxes must be accounted tor in 
some way. There must be some explana­ 
tion. How does th is clerk .explain It? Mr. 
Speaker, if I may be allowed the expres­ 
sion, this portion of the testimony is 
mighty rich reading.” He says that the 
office is damp. 
He says, “You can catch 
pneumonia or anything else there. [Laugh­ 
ter] 
A Member It seems they caught. 900 
votes. 
Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin. Yes, good 
clean 
voles 
not 
even 
soiled 
or 
crumpled 
by 
the 
handling I 
Reading 
of 
this 
infectuous 
feel­ 
ing in that office I was reminded of an 
ironical remark which I heard Mr. Fred­ 
erick Douglas make some years ago. He 
said he could never accoaut for It; but 
somehow, whenever he got in sight of the 
Home of the Capitol in Washington, he 
always fell as though he wanted to steal 
something. [Laughter] 
There 
might 
have been the same sort of contagious feel­ 
ing about the dampness in this office. 
[ Laughter.] There must have been some­ 
thing acting upon somebody who wanted 
to steal into or steal out of those boxes. 
The way the dampness acted upon the 
boxes was most peeu.ur. It was the 
most discriminating mildew I ever heard 
of. 
Now, just note, Mr. Speaker—and I am 
speaking strictly by the evidence—when­ 
ever It resolved, in the very intensity of 
its dampness to break the seal of one ct 
these boxes, it only broke the seal of those 
where Harrah had a majority. [Laughter.] 
It is an undisputed and indisputable fact 
in this case that when the mildew deter­ 
mined to smash a seal it was upon a box 
that showed a maj ority for Harrah, while 
it dtd not leave so much as a breath of dew 
on the seals where Acklen had a majority. 
[Laughter ] Such was the condition ot 
these damp boxes, left in possession of this 
damp clerk, in this damp office, that if there 
he no other explanation, one would natur 
ally conclude that tnis humid testimony 
makes 
a “dewaition damp unpleasant 
body” of the contestant's case. [Laugh­ 
ter. J 
It had to be accounted for in some way. 
The clerk said that he had an old feather 
duster, the feathers being, knocked off of 
it, a sort of bald-healed concern. [Laugh­ 
ter] With that duster he used to dust 
these boxes. But that was a strange dus­ 
ter, too ! Although ever so carefully han­ 
dled, 
when 
it 
struck 
one 
of 
the 
Darrali 
seals 
it 
knocked it into finders, but when it touched 
one of the Acklen seals it glided over it 
lightly and softly as the down od a lady’s 
fan. [Laughter.] 
This is the explanation or reason for the 
condition rn which the boxes were found 
My time is running, however, and in the 
time allowed me I cannot discuss the ques 
Hon as I should like. I will now show the 
House some rare curiosities if they will 
bear with me a moment. It is claimed 
that these ballots weie counted in such a 
way that though from six to nine hundred 
of inese fraudulent ballots were there, no 
one discovered them. Although fifteen or 
twenty Democrats, Acklen's friends and 
Wharton's cronies, were watching that 
count, yet no one discovered a Republican 
ticket with Acklen’s name on it. 
They say there were many mistakes. I 
should think so. Let us go through hastily. 
Take poll No. I in Iberville Barish. I 
call the attention of the chairman of the 
•committee [Mr. Harris, of Virginia] to 
thacase, as he says he did not intend to be 
influenced by partisan feeling. Let us see 
what awful mistakes were made. 
In the 
first count the canvassers gave Darrali 218 
votes at poll I. In the recount they gave 
him 139. There was a mistake at that poll 
of 79 votes. They gave Acklen 44 votes 
in the first count and in the recount 150. 
There was a mistake of IOO votes rn his 
case. 
Now, how many ballots were counted ? 
Two hundred and sixty-two ballots, and 
five men of both panics doing their best, 
made one hundred and eighty-five mis­ 
takes. Now, you have got to Had that fac 
in order to vote this man in on a case of 
fraud against justice and against equity. 
Mr. Cobb. Will the gentleman allow 
me to state that that poll is not in contro­ 
versy at all ? 
Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin. Ah! Well, 
then, let us look at poll 2. The first count 
gave Mr. Darrali 394 vot29; the recount 
gave him SO. There was a mistake In his 
case of 80S votes. 
What does the gentle­ 
man say to that? Was that poll in dispute? 
The key-hole of the box at that poll was 
sealed oyer with mucilage. For Acklen, 
at the same poll, the first count gave 115; 
the second count gave him 340; there was 
a mistake of 224 
There were 509 ballots 
counted by the commissioners, and ac­ 
cording to gentlemen they made a mistake 
of 533—more mistakes than they counted 
ballots? What docs the gentlemen from 
Indiana [Mr. Cobb] say to that? The 
gentleman, for whom I have the profound­ 
est respect, simply responds with a sort cl 
grim smile. [Laughter.] 
At poll No. 5 the first count gave Dar­ 
rali 207 votes; the recount gave bim 
79 votes; a mistake of 128 votes at that 
poll. The first vote give Acklen G3 votes. 
the second count gave him 158 votes; a 
mistake of 95- There were there 270 bal­ 
lots counted in all, and two hundred and 
twenty-three 
errors 
committed! Why 
these are mistakes, Mr. Speaker, which it 
would require aa effort of jgenius to com­ 
mit, and yet you are going to let this fraud 
succeed. You are going to establish it as a 
precedent. You are going to seat this man 
in the presence of such facts aa these, and 
then you will talk about freedom from 
party predilection and partisan bias. At poll 
No. 6, the first count gave Mr. Darrali 301 
votes; the second gave him 150 votes, a 
mistake of. 145 votes; with these Demo­ 
crats looking right on to see that all was 
lair and true. And the Republican com­ 
missioners aud Republican supervisor a and 
the Democratic commissioners aud super 
visors ail testify under oath to the intelli­ 
gence, integrity, and standing, of the mem* 
jars of the various canvassing boards. And 
yet they could not count 301 votes without 
making a mistake of one hundred and for­ 
ty-five. Al the same poll the first count 
gave Mr. Acklen 99 votes; the second gave 
aim 228; a mistake again of 129 ballots. 
There were 400 ballots at that poll counted 
in all, and there was a mistake of two hun­ 
dred ami seventy-four in counting them. 
Al poll 7 the first count gave Darrali 187 
votes, the second gave him 90, a nib take of 
91. At that poll the first count gave Mr. 
Acklen 58 votes and Hie second gave him 
9. a mistake of 21. 
The total number of 
ballots co uh ted was 240, and there were 
te?euty-two mistakes la itll.

When we begin to use h telephone tor 
the first time, there is a sense of oddity, al44 
most foolishness, in the experiment The 
dignity of talking consists in haying a lis­ 
tener, and there seems a kind of absurdity 
in addressing a piece of iron, bat we 
mast raise oar respect for the metal, for ii 
is anything but deaf. The diaphragm of 
the telephone, the |thin iron plate, Is as 
sensitive as the living tympanum to all the 
delicate refinements of sound. 
Nor do«“8 
it depend upon the thinnest of the metallic 
sheet for a piece of thick boiler-plate will 
take ap and transmit the motions of the 
air particles 
in all grades of 
their 
subtilty. And not ooiy will it do the same 
thing as the tympanum, but it will do vast­ 
ly more ; the grots, dead metal proves, in 
tact, to be a hundred timet more alive tUan 
the living mechanism of speech and audi­ 
tion. This is no exaggeration. In quick­ 
ness, in accuracy and even in grasp, there 
is a perfection of sensitive capacity In the 
metal, with which the organic instrument 
cannot compare. We speak of the pro­ 
verbial “quickness of thought,” but the tel­ 
ephone thinks quicker than the nervous 
mechanism. Let a word be pronounced 
for a person to repeat, and the telephone 
will hear and speak it a hundred miles 
away in a tenth part of the time that 
tne 
listener woald need 
to utter it, 
Give a man a series of half a dozen notes to 
repeat, and he cannot do it accurately to 
save his life; but the Iron plate takes them 
up, transmits tnem to another plate hun­ 
dreds of miles off, which sings them forth 
instantaneously with absolute precision. 
The humsn machine can hear, and repro­ 
duce, in its poor way, only a single series 
of notes, while the iron ear of the tele­ 
phone will take ap wnole chords and 
trains of music, and, sending them by ligot- 
ning through the wire, its iron tongue will 
emit them in perfect relations of harmony.

The exhibit, above given shows that the prod­ 
uct of this section was considerably larger for 
1877 than the year previous, though as compared 
with 1875 it does not appear excessive. Tne total 
capacity of the mills from which reports are giv­ 
en Is l,u10,500,000 ieet, only about 80 
cent, of 
which was utilized in the past year. For val Iona 
reasons some ot the mills are either unable to ran 
at all or cut only a portion of what they are capa­ 
ble Of, every year, hence it never happens that the 
full limit of production is reached. This in the 
light of past experience of the trade may be aet 
down aa eminently fortunate. 
The steady Increase in the amonnt of lumber 
carried over at the mills in the last three years, 
tells# most significant story. It proves that the 
practice of seasoning stock at the mills and sell­ 
ing it directly to dealers is growing rapidly in fa* 
vor among manufacturers, aud foreshadows the 
time when the Chicago cargo marget will present 
but a tithe of its prosunt importance. A number 
of the larger operators have adopted the system 
during the past year, and before the close of 1878 
it Is likely that many more will follow their ex 
ample. The quantity of logs held over is consid­ 
erably leat than for the two previous years.
